PREVIOUS YEARS 


March Apportionment To 
Total More Than 
$4 ,3 00,000

^Missou ri’s pu blic schools this year 
will receive approximately 
$7,500,- 
000 in state aid, or more than $2,- 
000.000 in excess of amou nts grain­ 
ed in previou s years, State Au ditor 
Forrest Smith annou nced today. 
Greater assistance. Smith explain­ 
ed, was made possible throu gh in­ 
creased sales tax and liqu or rev­ 
enu es. 
The au ditor said the March ap­ 
portionment to the schools wou ld 
total more tlian $4,300,000. 
Approx­ 
imately 
$3.050,000 
was 
paid 
the 
schools 
when 
the first apportion­ 
ment Avas made last September. 
Sales 
tax 
and 
liqu or revenu e 
Avou ld provide abou t 68 per cent of 
the 
total 
March 
apportionment, 
Smith 
said. 
From 
sales tax the 
schools 
will get $1,655,000, or 38 
per cent, and from liqu or revenu e 
they 
Avill receive $1,284,000, or 30 
per cent, he added. 
“It is significant,” 
Smith 
said, 
“that approximately 70 per cent of 
the total revenu e being distribu ted 
to 
Missou ri 
schools 
comes 
from 
legislation enacted du riirg the last 
three years. 
“I think it is fitting that atten­ 
tion 
he 
called 
to 
the 
precariou s 
condition that W'ou ld be prevalent 
among Missou ri schools in general 
today w'ere it not for the sales tax 
and liqu or control acts. So seriou s, 
indeed, Avoiild this condition have 
been tha t many schools, u nable to 
carry on, w’ou ld now' have closed 
doors.” 
Smith said he believed increased 
fu nds noAv being apportioned Avou ld 
perm it m a n y school boards to low'er 
their local levies. 
State aid to the schools next year 
will be jncreased. Smith predicted, 
since the 1 per cent sales tax law' 
Avill be in operation throu ghou t the 
year. Du ring the last year, abou t 
half the sales tax revenu e Avas de­ 
rived throu gh the old % 
o 
t 1 per 
cent law'. 
The 
pu blic 
schools 
of Missou ri 
receive state aid tw'ice a year, once 
in September and the other time in 
March. 
The 
apportionments

ished. 
Many years ago 
the slave trade

American tariff played 
havoc with the sugar planters and legal 
prohibition ruined the rum trade. 
One of Cramer’s projects is to attract 
tourists to the Virgin Islands.
